The financial condition of nearly' 
all school districts in Wheeling and) 
Palatine townships 
show a much 
improved financial condition ac-* 
cording to the report published last 
week for Wheeling township and! 
the report of Palatine 
township,! 
published this week. The decrease} 
in outstanding tax warrants tells its' 
own story and in many cases, the 
cash balances upon June 30, show 
an improvement over a year ago. 
Arlington Heights high school 
has cut outstanding tax warrants 
by $1,000. This district has made 
its biggest gain in the status of its 
outstanding bonds and coupons. 
$10,000 in bonds were paid, which 
is the amount of bonds that fall due 
each year. $14,654 was paid in in­ 
terest coupons and today, none of 
the latter are in default. All 1934 
bonds are paid and some of 1935. 
District 25 has made a reduction of 
$750 in tax warrants. District 21 
I as made a reduction of nearly $2,- 
(>00 in outstanding warrants and 
has increased its cash balance by a 
thousand dollars. District 26 has 
cut its warrants one half to $315. 
bour school districts have no out­ 
standing tax warrants. They are 
Nos. 20, 22, 23 and 24. 
Palatine Township 
The Palatine high school has re­ 
financed past due bonds and cou­ 
pons to the amount of $24,000 and 
has paid $8,000 in addition. With 
over $10,000 on hand is in an en­ 
viable financial condition. School 
districts that have 
reduced out­ 
standing warrants are: 
Dist. 12, 
$370; Dist. 16, $91; Dist. 17, $300; 
School districts 14 and 18 had no 
tax warrants the last two years. 
District No. 13 had $300 the previ­ 
ous year and none the last year. 
The Palatine grade school district 
has reduced $7,700 in tax warrants 
to half of that amount, 
although 
the cash balance is $1,500 less than 
a year ago. 
None of the school districts in 
the two townships have gone back­ 
ward in their finances. 
This is due in large part to the 
exercises on the part of the school 
tie usurers of their supervisory au­ 
thority in 
the spending 
of the 
school money. Poth (leo. K. Volz, 
of Wheeling township and Frank 
Oltendorf, of Palatine township, 
have kept a watchful eye on all or­ 
ders paid by the respective school 
boards. All expenditures are made 
only in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the law, which has been 
especially beneficial to the tax war­ 
rant and bond funds. 


Supervisor John Meyer, of Pala­ 
tine, has established his office in 
the 
Palatine municipal 
building 
with hours between nine and twelve 
o’clock every Wednesday morning. 
He has received a check for 40% of 
the July allotment of state tax 
money and is handling all relief 
cases that come to him. 
At the 
present time, food orders to fifty 
per cent of previous relief are be­ 
ing issued. No checks are issued 
for rent, but families on relief have 
the privilege and are encouraged to 
get whatever outside employment 
that is possible in order that rent, 
clothing and other bills can be paid. 
“Gas bills for month of June can 
not be paid, but July bills due in 
August, will be cared for,” states 
Mr. Meyer. 
The town meeting to vote spec­ 
ial relief tax will be held Saturday 
at 2 p. rn.
